The Edison Company, for 
the past five years, has set 
aside certain funds which 
total about $86,000 for this 
construction, but according 
to regulations must be de¬ 
signated by January 1, 1973 
or th e funds will be lost. 

The Council adopted Reso¬ 
lution 72-78 which in itself 
stated that an Underground 
Utility District should be 
established and that It 
should be along a .portion 
of Sierra MadTe Boulevard 
and Baldwin Avenue, begin¬ 
ning at the southeast comer 
of South Lima down Sierra 
Madre Boulevard to the west 
right-of-way line of South 
Baldwin also defined to taac 
in a portion of Baldwin Ave¬ 
nue both South and Norm, a 
small portion- of Montectlo 
and Suffolk, Auburn Avenue 
North. Hermosa South and 
North and a portion of Lime,. 

The Council set the d-ate of 
November 28 as the date o T 
the hearing at the hour of 
7:30 in the Council Cham¬ 
bers.

Supervisor Chairman War¬ 
ren Dorn today hailed Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s sigining ot 
Ho-use Resolution 1 as a 
“mapjor step toward reform¬ 
ing complex, costly welfare 
programs." 

Dorn, who for years has 
fought to lift the burden of 
state-U.S. dictated welfare 
programs from property tax¬ 
payers, said: 

“In essence, the measure 
would transfer these pro¬ 
grams to the federal gov¬ 
ernment, which would Fi¬ 
nance and adm i ,n i s t e r 
them.” He estimated savings 
of “several” million dollars 
to the County. 

Dorn said tb e legislation 
also Increases social secur¬ 
ity benefits, which m a y 
make it possible for many 
older persons to remo v e 
themselves from the welfare 
role. 

The Supervisor added that 
he will continue to pursue 
state passage of his Assem¬ 
bly Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment (ACA 31) to remove 
from property owners the 
cost of state-mandates wel¬ 
fare programs. 

It also would require the 
state to finance new and 
additional services it forces 
on cities and counties. 

“Passage of this measure 
and the signing of HR-1 will 
further complement the 41- 
cent tax rate reduction voted 
this year by the Board of 
Supervisors,” added Dorn.

The People Must Know

What’s in a name? Who are Californians For, or 
Californians Against the various propositions that were 
on last weeks ballot? Who put up the money, and why? 
Well most people will never know, but many of them 
were con specialists who used the radio, television and 
press to flood the voters with king sized lies. It was a 
perjury game, and perjury is listed in our law bioks as 
a crime. 

Elected officials from one end of the state to the 
other participated in these frauds. Titles and descriptions 
on the printed ballots were misrepresentative and mis¬ 
leading, and if justice were to be done massive new jails 
would have to be built to hold the guilty. 

A major perpetrator of the fraud against the voters 
was the vested, special interest, money hungry parasites 
in the public school system, who knowingly and mali¬ 
ciously violated the law by using public tax money, tax 
paid for materials, supplies, equipment and personnel to 
support their conflict of interest purposes.
